We think Gen. Torrenee cannot have been 
accurately reported. Nobodyin or out of 
Congress proposes “to do away with the 
tariff on English steel,” and the gallant 
General must be aware of the fact, Itis 
proposed to reduce the existing tax on im- 
ported steel rails, which amounts te 110 per 
cent at thistime. The duty is per ton, 
while the price of English rails at the milis 
is about $26 per ton, so that the tariff is more 
than the price of the rails. It will cost fully 
$10 a ton to transport Engtish rails from 
their mille by sea and land to Chicago; 
hence the protection here against English 
competition is $38 per ton, which amounts to 
140 per cent. During the depressed period, 
from 1873 to 1870, steel rails were 
made and sold for a good deal less than $38 
per ton. We think large orders from Can- 
ada were filled at about $33 per ton. Since 
then several improvements have been made 
in the methods of making rails whereby they 
cap be turned out faster and cheaper for a 
given amount of labor, which economy 
equals several dollars per ton, Suppose 
Congress should reduce the exorbitant duty 
on steel rails by one-half, making it $14 per 
ton, that would still leave 8 tariff protection 
of 85 per cent against the foreign competi- 
tion. Add to this the cost of transportation, 
and the Chicago steel mills will have over 88 
per cent of protection against any foreign 
competition.

WILL OONGRESS REDUCE TAXES! 

There are some delusions which have 
been industrionsly encouraged and pro- 
moted, but which it is necessary should be 
repudiated and ne longer permitted to de- 
eeive. One of these is that the Republican 
party is committed to the policy ot protec- 
tien. Another is that Garfield owed his elec- 
tion in 1880 te the Republican support of 
protection. The mortality among the Re- 
publican eandidates fer Congress in the 
Western States this year does not indicate 
that the universal advocacy of protection 
by them evoked any fervid enthusiasm 
among the people. The theory that the Re- 
publicans in Congress would maintain the 
present protective tariff and that the Demo- 
crats if suceessful would certainly repeal 
much and greatly reduce the rest of the tar- 
iff did not prevent any person voting the 
Demoacratie ticket, especially for Congress- 
men. Those who have believed that the Re- 
publican party staked its existence upon the 
maintenance of the present protective tariff 
have deceived themselyes grossly, and now 
that the present Republican majority in 
Congress is about to pass away the Repub- 
lican party is brought directly to an issue 
which it can no longer postpene or evade. 

The present tariff isa ag of the most 
preposterous taxation. It is wholly inde- 
fensible, It is scandalous in its abuses and 
in its outrages. It is a legal monstrosity, im- 
posing taxes without a single redeeming pre- 
text—taxing people upon their daily earn- 
ings, not for the purpose of collecting reve- 
nue, but for the avowed purpose of granting 
subsidies and bounties to a favored class. 
Protection is so piled upon one yictim after 
another that it becomes self-consuming. The 
man whois granted one subsidy is (before 
he can reduce it to possession) compelled to 
divide it with so many other subsidized per- 
sons that he is foreed to protest that he is 
robbed. ‘The country, Democratic and Re- 
publican, demands that thig scheme of taxa- 
tion be revised, that its abuses be repealed 
and its exactions largely reduced. The Re- 
publican Congress at the last session refused 
or neglected to do this. It postponed re- 
form until after the election, with the intent 
to evade it altogether. The elections, how- 
ever, have shown that the people have pro- 
vided that if the tariff be not revised by one 
party it shall be by the other. 

The Republican party now has control of 
both Houses of Congress. It ban take up 
the present tariff and ean meet the National 
demand for a reduction ef taxation by revis- 
ing the tariff—first, by the repeal of its incon- 
sistencies and its abuses; second, by the large 
addition of raw materials to the free list; 
and third, by a liberal reduction of the taxes 
on the necessities of life. This is à matter 
which the Republican Congress, no matter 
how strongly devoted to the doctrine of pro- 
tection, cannot fail to see must be done dur- 
ing the short session of ninety days or be 
left to the Democratic Congress to be dune 
on the eve of the Presidential election. The 
neglect to reduce taxes last winter cost the 
Republicans severely at the late election; a 
neglect to reduce the tariff tax at the present 
session will turn the whole question over to 
the Democratic party, and that party will not 
hesitate to make the reform of the tariff 
general and sweeping, The Republicans of 
the present Congress must either reform the 
tariff at this session or, failing to do so, go 
before the country without reducing taxation 
at all and defend a tariff which no man other 
than insane will for a moment attempt to 
justify. 

Is the tariff to be refarmed by its friends 
or by its enemies? Shall it be reformed by 
its friends to such an extent as will retain 
and preserve so much of its substanee as will 
secure some stability, or will public opinion 
be further outraged dy delay and excessive 
taxation continued until the whole country 
ata Presidential election will approve and 
applaud the repeal of the tariff as a National 
deliverance from an abomination and a 
fraud? The present Republican Congress 
can reform the tariff toan extent that will 
satisfy the National demand for a reduction 
oftaxahon. Will it have the intelligence, 
and the wisdom, and the policy to do this, 
and do it while it has official life and power? 
No such expedient or makeshift as making 
whisky ana tobacco free will satisfy the 
country, Thereare no hungry, or starving, 
or half-clad people crying for free whisky.

ricultural impiements, $1.20 in the boot and 
shoe industry, $1.06 in the manufacture of 
paper, 69 cents among the lumber-sawyers, 
and so on, as shown by late census returns, 
is not so large as to hold its proportion to 
the profits guaranteed to certain industries 
by the discriminations of the tariff. In the 
next place, they are beginning to 
think that possibly tariff pro- 
visions impose a larger addition to their 
living expenses than they add to their Wages. 
If the wages of American labor are in- 
creased only 50 per cent by the tariff and the 
living expenses are increased per cent, it 
is obvious that the American laborer is a suf- 
ferer and not a beneficiary from the system. 
This is what the representatives of the 
trades-unions want an opportunity to think 
over. They are no longer willing to commit 
themselves to the protected classes on the 
mere dictum of “pauper labor.” They are 
going to look into the merits of the case. 
This is a very important step in advance of 
the blind 4dherence which the mechanics 
and operatives in American factories have 
heretofore given to the theory of protection. 
The investigation they have now entered 
upon will lead them still further away from 
the most conspicuous fallacy in the “ protec- 
on system. 


SLY SAMMY. 

Upon the ground that nothing succeeds 
like success, as soon as it became apparent 
that Mr. Grover Cleveland was elected .Gov- 
ernor of New York by 200,000 majority, there 
or thereabouts, his sanguine friends at once 
placed him upon the track for the Presidency 
in 1884. As the Democracy is never out of 
candidates, however, it not only became ap- 
parent at once that the woods were full of 
them but that there were numerous reasons 
why Mr. Cleveland was not the right man for 
President, though he might be available for 
Vice-President or something of that negative 
sort. His enemies have advanced two reasons 
why he should not be elected. The first of 
‘these is that he will not have a barrel. He is 
reputed to be a very close man, living in two 
rooms, and spending no more than he can 
help. Itis even said by them that when he 
was Sheriff, with an income of $50,000 a year, 
he saved $49,000, This has an ominous look, 
for if he could save more than nine-tenths of 
his salary as Sheriff, might he not do the 
same as President? Of what use woulda 
President of. this kind be to the Democracy? 

Worse than this, however, it is now dis- 
covered that Grover Cleveland, while 46 
years of age and weighing 221 pounds, thus 
showing that he is old enough and big 
enough to have had a wife, is a confirmed 
old bachelor and woman-hater, apparently 
from principle, as a man of his weight would 
not be suffering from unrequited affection, 
which is always wasting in tendency. It is 
said that when he is invited out he accepts 
on condition that no ladies are to be present. 
If he accidentally finds himself among the 
hated sex, he js ill at ease until he gets away 
from the atmosphere of their society, and 
when questioned as to his matrimonial in- 
tentions he always shrugs his shoulders and 
declares that ke has missed his chancg and 
that it is too late. This being Mr. Cleveland’s 
state of mind, what hope is there for his 
nomination? A bachelor is a bachelor 
whether he be fat or dried up, and a man 
who will not marry a woman and take care 
of her has no right to be a President. Still 
more unfortunate is it for Mr. Cleveland 
that the country has had one bachelor Presi- 
dent, James Buchanan, and not even the Dem- 
ocrats themselves want another such. it 
may be injustice to some bachelors, but his 
Administration forever debarred the whole 


class from the highest office in the gift of 


the people. A man may have all the graces 
and ali the gitts, but if he have not a woman 
to love him and a home to rule it is of no use 
for him to apply for the place, 

Right at this point Sly Sammy puts in his 
appearance and slioots clear ahead ef Grover 
Cleveland. Having found out two objections 
to Cleveland, he puts himself on record at 
once. With regard to money indeed his 
record is clear, for he has bought mules in 
Indigna and alligators in Florida, dnd his 
bar’] has run out of the bunghole and both 
ends for the cause. On the woman ques- 
tion, however, he was weak. He run once 
as a bachelor and didn’t get ta. Finding 
that single blessedpess is looked upon as a 
disqualification, he is making his arrange- 
ments to double up, ‘The criticigm upon Mr. 
Cleveland had hardly appeared before the 
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army, and he will wear his bridal favors as 
fearlesly and comport himself as gallantly, 
if not as friskily, as young Lochinvar. Age 
and infirmity can no longer be urged against 
him. Behind many a wrinkled bloom the 
sap flows merrily, and there are germs of 
future growths, and in many an ashen pile 
of yesterday there are sparks that need but 
a breath to blow them into dancing, danger 
ous flames. 

If it be fated that we are to have a Demo- 
cratic President it certainly will be a more 
cheering and inspiring spectacle te see Un- 
cle Sammy, like a brave ola gentleman, walk 
into the White House with his youthful and 
fair bride on his arm to take care of his 
clothés and look after the housekeeping and 
grace the table, than to see Mr. Cleveland 
walk in solitary and alone, looking behind 
him to see that no woman is following him, 
and staying there four years with nothing 
but men round him. It is a bold thing for 
Sammy to do, Marriage in these days 
blanches most any one who looks steadily at 
it, though he may be an available candidate.

Some very interesting and important ex- 
periments with diamonds have lately been made 
at the Parig Academy of Sciences. An experi- 
enced diamond merchant bought not long ago 
a une white diamond for $4,600. One morning 
he gave it 4 good washing with soap and water, 
when what was his cousternadon to find that it 
had turned yellow, which sent its value down to 
$800. The matter was brought to the attention 
of the Academy, and experts submitted a report 
which showed that diamond whitening ig a fraud 
easy to accomplish and as easy to detect, By 
pluoging a yellow diawond into an aniline violet 
dye it becomes white, while at the same time it 
loses neither its transparency nor brilliancy. In 
fact, on making the experiment, the ex- 
perts had in a few minutes transformed 
several yellow stones into what ap- 
peared magnificent white stones of five- 
fold value. Take a yellow diamond, dip it even 
into no stronger dye than violet ink. wash it witn 
wuter to remove any discoloration, the ef- 
fect is immediate. Tue dried diamond remains 
white. But, on the other hand, the illusion is of 
short duration. Rub the stone even lightly and 
the yellow tint is seen coming back again, and a 
littie further attrition with the finger restores 
the pristine hue completely. Thisdiscovery may 
entail upon many persons @ rude awakening to 
the fact that the stones they have are of far jess 
value than they supposed, and will necessitate 
even greater care than that hitherto exercised in 
purchasing. Dougias Jerrold once raised the 
quesvon whsther any possession really repaid 
its possessor which entailed arixiety of mind, 
and diamonds, in one way or anochber, entail so 
much that there are many to whom the great 
value set upon them becomes almost incompre- 
hensible, .

Commissioner Fink Lectures the Joint 
Executive Committee tor Not Main- 
taining Bates and for Mesortiug to 
Neftarious Practices in Order to Get 
Ahead of Their Competitors. 

The official proceedings of the meeting of the 
Joint Executive Committee, held in New York 
Nov. 15 and 16, have just been received by the 
railroadsin this city. It contains considerable 
matter of importance not heretofore made 
public. 

After calling the meeting to order Commis- 


said that for some eight months, since March 18, 
3882, the trunk Tines have very effectually main- 
tained the tariffs established by this committee, 
and, owing to their continued efforts to have the

It is impossible nat to feel that the compara- 


tively email audience in attendance at the first 
of the Damrosch concerts in Central Music- 
Hali last night was attributable to bad manage- 
ment rather than to lack of interest in the 
musical portion of the entertainment. We 
have sufficient faith in the music-loving portion 
of our community to believe that had it been 
madeto fully realize what it was that was of- 
fered for ite enjoyment the hall would have 


been crowded and the pleasure experienced by 


those who were present would have been much 
more widely diffused. Dr. Damrosch is a 
stranger bere, but is no stranger to musical 
people in the East, and his symphony concerts 
in New York have grown so steadily in popular 
favor that the Academy of Music was not large 
enough to hold those who sought to hear his 
firat concert thie season. Moreover, Dr. Datn- 
rosch came to this country with a very high 
European reputanon as a musician, composer, 
and conductor, and bis work Since bis arrival 
here has in no manner detracted from his fame.

MR. AND MRS. HALE. 


They Part ta Tears, and Mre. Hale Eu- 
ters the Black Maria and Drives Bap- 
idiy to the Milwaukee Srideweli— 
Bight Months.

MilwWAUR RR, Wis., Nov. 24.—The cases of 

D. R. Hale and wife were set for 8 o’clock in 

the Municipal Court this morning, an hour 

before beginning to dispose of the. cases of 
ordinary offenders. At that time all the in- 
terested parties were in court except the 

Distriet-Attorney, . who failed to ap- 

pear at all. Hale was taken into 

court in charge of an officer, Mrs. 

Hale appearing shortly afterward escorted 


by another officer, Mrs. Hale appeared utter- 


ly exhausted, and with seeming diſheulty 
climbed the stairs leading to the courtt-room. 
Mrs. Hale and her husband were seated to- 
gether, and immediately entered into confi- 
dential conversation, both appearing deeply 
affected. They were discussing the propriety 
and advisability of Mrs. Hale pleading guilty 
to the information against her. She argued 
that she was guilty and had already con- 
fessed her crime, and that to stand trial 
would only -prolong her confinement. 
He endeavored to overcome her views, 
arguing that, if her trial was postponed, 
they could remain longer in each other’s 
company before her term of imprisonment 
should begin. He further pleaded that he 
would wave an examination, so rye his case 
would also be continued. and then the 
would be kept together till the day of peel 
trial. He wen her over for 
being, and when, a few minutes io 
his case was call led, he waived examination. 
The court dec 
be held for trial as an accessory i 
of which his wife shania charred till the next 
term or court, The two ve then taken 
back to the police station. ‘There the discus- 
sion on the matter which *. — the subject 
of their talk in the court-room — resumed, 
This time the wife triumphed, and at their 
joint request they were again noe to the 
court-room. The proceedings were inter- 
rupted so that it could be announced to 
the court that Mrs. Hale had recon- 
sidered her determination to walve ex- 
animation, under which she was held on the 
occasion of her first appearance in court, 
and was prepared to plead to the informa- 
tion.

Profit of Sorghum Culture. 
The yield of cane grown on the Agricult- 
ural College farm the past season was an 
average of over eleven tons per acre. The 
yield of orange cane was 50 per cent greater 
than that of amber. The average yield of 
sirtip was near seventeen gallons per ton of 
cane, Rating the value of the sirup at 50 
cents per gallon, it will be seen that the crop 
is a most profitable one, averaging in this 
ease nearly $100 per acre, to say nothing of 
the value of the bagasse for wrapping paper. 
The following item from an Eastern ex- 
change of recent date shows what can be 
done with sorghum in the sandy soil of New 
Jersey; At Rio Grande, N. J., some six miles 
from Cape May, some gentiemen started a 
sorghum plantation of 1,000 acres last spring, 
and are now busily engaged in grinding the 
cane mak sugar. They have already 
sent to Philadelphia 100,000 pounds of excel- 
lent sugar, and — 1 141 to produce 
this season at least 500, pounds, worth 

t $35,000, or some $35 an acre for a crop 
whichh as cost no more to cultivate than 
an ordinary crop of corn. 


Change of Seed. . 

When a farmer comes in with a grist of 
wheat, or is waiting for pay fora load, back 
him up into a corner, hold a club over his 
head, and read this paragraph to him: “A 
prominent farmer in Central Minnesota in- 
forms us that his wheat crop went on an 
average ten bushels of wheat more to the | 
acre than the crops of his neighbors aid. His 
land was in no better condition than theirs 
was, and the cultivation of the grain was no 
more thorough and efficient. The only dif- 


ference was, they sowed seed they raised or 
used that which was grown in the neighbor- 
hood, while he purchased his in the Red 
River Valley. This tells the whole story. 
Here is a lesson that should be remembered 
by those who are engaged in raising wheat. 
Sure enough, a change of seed works won- 
ders. And we will wager that his wheat was 
of better quality if it was of the same variety 
as that planted by his neighbors.” 


1 A Short Crop of Honey. 

Strictly first-class, pure, white, comb honey 
continues to be a very scarce article in the 
Boston market, and the same is true else- 
where. Nearly all that has been received so 
far has come from Aroostook County, Maine, 
and sold at from 26 to 28 cents per pound if 
in small packages. Large packages sold at 
a price several cents less. The product there 
is said to be less than was expected in the 
summer, and the agent of one of our largest 
dealers says some of the beekeepers have only 
enough honey with which to feed their bees 
until next season. Some little first 
quality has arrived from Vermont 
and New York State, but it is not so 
good as that from Aroostook, and 
sold as low, for part of it, as 22 cents per 
pound. Most that has been received from 
those sections was stained and dark colored,

The Corn Crop. 

The November corn report to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows that planting was 
later and that replanting was more general 
than for several years past. The prospect 
up to July was discouraging, causing a sharp 
rise in values, but since that the season has 
been steadily favorable to the growth and 
ripening, and deférred frosts made the grow- 
ing peried of fully average length.

The 
department has three tests of the quantity 
produeed—viz.: a comparative condition in 
October, the yield per acre returned in Novem- 
ber and December, and the total product as 
compared with the total of the previous 
year. In October the highest indication of 
the aggregate was 16,080,000,000, and it was 
stated that Jater returns of the product may 
slightly reduce, but cannot materially in- 
crease this result. The present returns 
make the general average close to twenty

A Corner in Pepcorn. 

Popcorn is a crop which will probably in- 
terest the small boy rather than the majority 
of farmers of more mature age, and for his 
information we will say that prices will be 
higher this year than last. Dealers say that, 
judging from their correspondence, the crop 
in New England will be very light, while in 
the West it is only fair. Ot the old crop, the 
eight-rowed Western sells for from five to 
five and a half cents per pound, with East- 
ern and Northern at a trifle better figure, 
an advance of one and a half cents to two 
cents per pound over prices obtained last 
year at this time. It is reported that a deal- 
er in Chicago has the greater part of the old 


corn in his own hands. It this is true, and all the } 


merchants seem to believe it is, then there is 
a corner“ in popcorn, and, as is antici- 
pated, prices will be higher. It is reported 
that some lots of last year’s crop are held in 
New England and New York. Of course, 
holders will take advant of the 
market. The new crop will not be market- 
able until April 1, 1888, when it is in 
condition to pop satisfactorily, but much of 
it comes into the buyers’ hands before that 
time. The pearl-rice variety sells now at 
seven cents per pound, but it is searce, and 
the new crop will r be short, The 
new pearl will be in good demand i Be 
as itis ready for popping earlier than the 
old-fashioned kind. There is none of the red 
variety on hand, Western corn sells in this 
market for a less price than New England, 
for the reason that it is shipped in bags. Pop- 
corn thus packed shells and sifts off from the 
cob, while New England producers 
their popcorn in barrels, To obtain the best 
price, attention must be paid to the pack- 
ages, and it will always be found to 5 
the corn is packed in clean, new barrels. The 
largest purchasers of popcorn are the manu- 
facturers of corn balls and cakes, in Boston 
and Lynn. They sell their products all over 
the country. Grocery stores also purchase 
considerable quantities for local consump- 
tion by their customers during the long even- 
ings of winter.

Room for All Improved Breeds. 

Cattie-raising in America falls naturally 
into three great divisions. In the thickly 
settled Eastern States dairying is the princi- 
pal and almost the sole aim of owners of cat- 
tle. No more males than are used for breed- 
ing purposes are kept, and the females are 
disposed of as soon as they cease to be proſ- 
itable as milkers, Calves not needed for 
keeping up the supply of milking stock are 
sent to the butcher, Usually the animals eat 
all the forage produced on the farm of their 
owner, and in many if not in most cases 
other farms are drawn upon for grains to in- 
crease the flow and richness of milk and help 
earry the cattle through the winters. In the 
fertile Middle States dairying an@peef-pro- 
duction are carried on, the latter generally 
giving way to the former as by the growth of 
cities and towns and the multiplication of 
railroads the value of: the land is enchanced. 

Ot the possible capacity of America but a 
vague idea can be formed. The production 
of Uve stock may be increased indetinitly, 
until nearly every acre of land outside of the 
towns may be made to contribute to the sup- 
port of one or more of the domesticated ani- 
mals. 

The total area of the United States, not in- 
cluding Alaska, is placed at 3,025,600 square 
miles, of which 1, 900,800,000 acres are dry 
land. If we estimate that only two-thirds of 
this dry land can be made to produce forage 
or grain, and that each three acres of this 
area can be brought to support one domestic 
animal, we will then have 322,400,000 as the 
number of domestic animals this country is 
capable of support In the light of the 
recent experience enterprising, practical 
farmers it is not too much to claim that each 
three of all thease 2,000,000,000 acres could be 
brought to support a cow or an ox. Is there 
not in this fact enough to encour breed- 
ers and champions of rival races of cattle to 
forever cease their ignoble bickering about 

competing breeds, and to join in a per- 

sistent, vigorous, unrelenting assault upon 
the ignorance and indolence which make it 
pose! bie for the scrub to cuniber the earth ?

An agricultural paper says, upon a topic 
which has occupied thé minds of many a 
thinking farmer and stockman, that the 
Short-Horn, naturally a good dairy cow, has 
been made a mountain of flesh at the ex- 
pense of her milking qualities. With excep- 
tions, of course, she is bred and raised for 
her meat. Is the profil greater than it would 
be if there was a trifle less meat and a great 
deal more milk? Is the greatest profit se- 
cured by keeping two kinds of cows; one for 
beef and the other for milk? We do not be- 
lieve it. The milkmg qualities of the Short- 
Horn, Heretord, and other large breed’ that 
possess such qualities often successfully 
struggle against the tendency of our system 
of breeding to obseure them, and thus prove 
that we could combine both milk and beef 
production very easily if we only 
would; and we should do it, if. it 
were, not for the very erroneous belief 
that we want cattle for distinct purposes.“ 
The idea that has several times been 
broached, that we want a new dairy breed, 
is based primarily apoa the desire to have 
both a milk and a beef producer in one ani- 
mal. A good quality of beef is the ideal of 
a farmer’s cow, aud the ideal can be realized 
if we only will, , 

All over the country: the dairy is receiving 
special attention, to neglect it where the 
circumstances are at all favorable to its suc- 
cess‘ is not cons the part of wisdom: 
On our Western plains it may cut no figure 
in the selection of 5 but it does cut a 
considerab Lanai and espe- 
clally in those States where price of 
land is so high that we cannot compete with 
more Western stock-raising. The only way 
that beef can prufitably be produced under 
such circumstances is to make the cow prof- 
itable all the time—to make ber earn a living 
and yield a profitin the dairy until she is 
ready forthe butcher, and then her carcass 
will prove profitable too. 

The native eow is susceptible of being 
made such a general-purpose animal as we 
have deseri toavery large degree. She 
has many characteriatics that are valuable. 
Of course she is fully adapted to our soil 
and climate, She is hardy, having been made 
so, as we all know, largely by a long series 
of neglect and abuse. ‘These qualities are de- 
sirable, and can be maintained. Now, what 
does she need in the way of improvement? 
Her milking qualities should be increased as 
far as poss ; her form needs improve- 
ment; aptiude to fatten should be bred in; 
and the quality of meat should be improved, 
No one need be told how this can be done. 
Within the reach of almost every one—at 
least within the reach of the majority—are 
bulls of the beef-producing breeds, and the 
dormant milking qualities of whose families, 
too, may be awakened to life in theofispring, 
thus improving both the milking the beef 
points. The very first cross will astonish 
one who has never given the matter any at- 
tention, and we will venture to — the 
farmer who begins to breed up will not stop 
until he has a splendid herd of cattle. 


Prevention of Chicken Cholera. 

Experiments have been made during the 
last five years by different parties for the 
purpose of preventing the spread of chicken 
cholera by inoculation or vaccination. In the 
last two years the fowls in nineteen different 
yards where the cholera was prevailing badly 
were vaccinated, and in each yard some com- 
mon fowls not vaccinated were left, and they 
all died. But of the 2,000 vaccinated only 
eleven died, although they were in the same 
yard with those not vaccinated that were 
dying daily by the scores. There is reason 
to believe that this chicken vaccination is as 
effective in preventing cholera amang fowls 
as vaccination is in preventing smali-pox 
among the human family. Vaccinate a hen 
and in a few days her system will be thor- 
oughty inoculated; then cut off her head and 
catch all the blood in some vessel; then pour 
the blood out on paper to dry. A half drop 
of this dried blood is sufficient to vaccinate a 
fowl, and the blood of one hen will vaccinate 
your whole flock. Cateh the fowl to be vac- 
cinated, and with a pin or knife make a little 
seratch on the thigh (just enough to draw 
blood): then moisten a little piece of the 
paper with the drie@ blood on and stick it on 
the chicken’s leg where you scratched it;

New Bullding Material. 

The demand for fire-proof constriction in 
both private and public buildings has led to 
the introduction of a number of new meth- 
ods of using ordinary building materials and 
the invention of new materials.

He is reported to have made 
at least $400,000 in one speculative deal in 
whisky. This sott impeachment he never 
denied, and it was most astonish an 
editor could make so much money upon 
whisky with a comparatively small capital 
in his hands. The transaction has been thus 
explained: During the War the first tax lev- 
led on whisky was 60 cents per gallon.

The leading produce markets were again ir- 
regular yesterday, a good demand in the carly 
part of the day being succeeded by an easier 
tone, in sympathy with New York weakness in 
stocks, while corn was also beared a littie on the 
fact of coider weather. 

Provisions were active and irregular. They 
were a little weak at the outset, then improved 
under a very good local demand for pork, and 
fellback. The latest prices on pork and lard 
were 24%@5c below those of Thursday, except on 
lard for this month, which was quoted 40c higher 


at one time, and closed at an improvement of 


250. Meats exhibited little change, though 
some futures were quoted 5@7%c higher at one 
time. Hogs were in smalier supply and called 
stronger at the Stock-Yards, while the word 
went out that country packers are bidding rela- 
tively higher prices than Chicago now that the 
colder weather @nables them to operate without 
the use of ice. A prominent packer was a large 
buyer of product eariy in the day, but hauled 
off about noon, and then the market fell back in 
sympathy with corn, but the market couid 
not be called weak. There was little said about 
spot stuff, but it was understood that there was 
a better demand in a quiet way, and that there 
were more export orders forlard. On the after- 
noon cali pork was firmer, and lard sold se 
higher for January and March, but very weak 
on near deliveries. November lard fell back to 
$11.20 and spot to $11.50. 

Fiour was again in good demand for export, 
the ioquiry being stimulated by the promised 
advance in freight rates at the close of this 
month,and the market was firmin sympathy 
with wheat. The local trade was quiet. Bran 
ana middlings were in fair demand and firm. 

Wheat was firmer and relatively steady, ad- 
vancing %c, and closing % above the latest 
prices of Thursday. Our receipts were light, 
only 152 car-loads of all grades, and London re- 
ported an advance of 6d per quarter both by 
public and private cables. This was a supple- 
ment to the information from Washington that 
the estimate of the wheat crop this year has 


been cut down to 410,000,000. This figure. 


naturally caused some surprise, especially to 
those who had been bearish on the belief in a 
500,000,000 crop, or even more than that. The 
latter news appears to have drawn out several 
buying orders from New York parties, who were 
all the more willing to invest in wheat as stocks 
are weakening badly, which suggests that some 
other line of pecuniary effort may be best for 
capital. The resuit was a decided stiffness here, 
which would probably have been more marked 
but for the decline in corn. There is some rea- 
son to think that wheat has been sold down too 
low, if it shall prove that there has been no mis- 
take in the figures as received from Wash- 
ington; it would simply mean that 
we have already exported more than 
baif our available surplus, and that Europe will 
have to bid up for the rest she will obtain from 
us. There was not much shipping demand yes- 
terday for wheat, but bolders were successful 
in the effort to obtain an advance of about ic 
on winter and , on spring grades. The mar- 
ket on the afternoon call recovered tothe top 
prices of "Change and closed firm. 

Oorn was active and very irregular. The mar- 
ket declined Ide on November, Ie for the 
year, A for January, and % on May, closing 
le below the latest prices of Thursday, ex- 
cept that May only closed Me lower. Our re- 
ceipts were somewhat smaller, and the ship- 
ments rather large; but the change in the 
weather made bears here, and perhaps helved 
to produce the decline in New York, 
though the latter fact may have been 
chiefly due tothe weakening in stocks there. 
The demand for futures was rather light bere 
all day. and the trade was surprised to see that 
the buying surge of Thursday was not contin- 
ued, while the holdings for this month were es- 
pecially weak, as it is now too late to ship to the 
seaboard to deliver on anything better than De- 
cember prices.

Complaint is made by some parties at the 
stock - Yards that old barrels in which sides have 
been packed are being used by certain packers 
for pork, after baving them recoopered at a cost 
of 300 per bri. Under the rules pork thus packed 
could not be made regular, and although it may 
readily pass a first inspection and be sold direct 
to the consumer the chances of its becom ing 
sour, if kept for any length of time, are largely 
in the majority. 

The reported reversal by the Appellate Court 
of the decision that Board of Trade member- 
ships are property will probably result in 
making them worth more money. That u one 
way in which crops out the contrariety of human 
nature. 

The people who think that corn is not wanted 
in Liverpcol &t these prices may be comforted 
by the assurance that a sale of rejected was 
made here on Twursday at 6le, to 80 through via 
all rail to the seaboard. 

A letter from Galesburg says that farmers in 
that section are selling corn to feeders at 5203600 
per 70 ibs, and find the crop yield much smaller 
than they bad expected.

Satisfactory to Every- 
body. 


Interesting Papers Defining the 
Beliefs and Theories of the

About fifty ladies and gentlemen took part in 


the convention of the Free Religion Association 
in Hershey Hall yesterday morning, Mr. W. J, 
Potter, of New Bedford, Mass., presided, and, 
referring to the small atyeadance, said that if 
the association had adopted the methods of the 
churches the bali would fave been filled. Men 
and women in Chicago wers too busy to devote 
their mornings to public meetings, and the as- 
sociation had no means Of working up audi- 
ences. Besides this, the association was con- 
stituted on such a wide basis that they did not 
even prepare resolutions for presentation to the 


oon vention. 

Mr. F. A, Hinckley, of Providence, MR. I., read 
a paper on The Unwritten Oreed of the Com- 
ing Religion.” He said there was a prevalent 
opinion that what was called liberalism in reli- 
gion was a thing of negations; that it never had 
provided and never could provide bealthy sus- 
tenance for a growing soul, This view was 
strengthened by the indiscriminating and un- 
philosophical! individualism often seen in the so- 
called liberal ranks. It could not be denied 
that there were radicals whose only belief was 
ina general union of total dissent. But this 
was not altogether true, and even the French 
revolution and the assasina tion of the Kussian 
Czar were instigated by a belief in human üb- 
erty, or at least a blind, instinctive feeling of 
brotherhood which bad outra Every 
movement must have its creed, sometimes 
drawn with great attention to detail, and some- 
times dealing only with general prineiples iu a 
very geheral way. Because radicals condemned 
the creeds of the church they should not there- 
fore deny the necessity of 

AN AFFIRMATIVE BOND OF UNION 

in the shape of an unwritten creed, or generally 
accepted body of principles, as the basis of their 
organized work. This asseciation was not a 
mere union of mea and women witb a grievance, 
and had not been driven Out of the churches, 
but had grown out. The li oak was crack- 
ing the tlower-pot of dogma and sect; for it 
must bave room to w. Nowhere was jess de- 
nied and more affirmed than in the liberal 

latform, for it bad the whole t for

Shots Are Made with Precision—Talks 
with Tutors Whe Have Heard What 
Women Say. 

New York letter: Some years ago a French 
artist of note painted a picture which is now 
familiar to all patrons of the game of bill- 
iards throughout the world, It was called 
by the artist A Difficult Stroke,“ but it is 
also known under the shorter title of 
Grace in the steel-plate reproductions 
which ornament the walis of thousands of 
billlard-rooms, both public and private. It 
represents three young ladies, very hand- 
somely attired, who are playing at billiards 
in a richly-furnished private residence. One 
of them, who is essaying the “difficult 
stroke,“ is leaning backward over the edge 
of the table preparatory to making a carrom- 
stroke, with the cue heid behind her back. 
In that attitude the supple figure is seen at 
its greatest advantage. A tiny embroidered 
slipper peeps from beneath the folds of her 
silk gown, and her comely face wears an ex- 
pression of amusing determination. One of 
her companions leans lightly on her elbow 
on the green cloth, watching and smil- 
ing. Tue third of the group is standing up- 
right with an elevated cue, ready to score a 
point on a string of ivory buttons should the 
carrom be successful. The artist has done 
his work with skill, and the whole scene 
breathes an air of refined recreation and en- 
joyment. The work was taken from life, 
and its dounterpart may be witnessed any 
afternoon and evening in scores of fashion- 
able homes on Murray Hill and in Fifth 
avennue. |
